A state hospital, where the poor 


of the state will be treated, where 
crippled children can be given medi- 
cal and surgical attention, on lines 
similar to the state hospitals in Iowa 
and Michigan, is proposed by Gov. 
Philipp in his special message to the 
legislature. 


At the present time it is said that 


the funds of the university are in 
such condition that an increase in 
the appropriation is necessary to 
carry the institution on this fall. 
The present appropriations -were 
made on a basis of 5,000 attendance 
and the number here the past year 
has been about 7,000. .An increase 
in the sources of revenue to support 
the university will give 
sufficient 


money for the erection of the state 
hospital, which would be manned by 
tho medical staff at the university. 


This service to the poor and crip- 


pled people of Iowa proved popular 
in that state. 
In a letter President 


Jessup, Iowa City, says that "Thous- 
ands of patients have taken ad- 
vantage of this provision. 
There 


IBS been a steady stream of deform 
ed and suffering humanity pouring 
rite Iowa City, week in and week 
out, sines the'first enactment of-the 
aw." 
- Tho bill which will be presented 


a combination of the Iowa and 


Michigan- statutes on this subject to 
it Wisconsin conditions.

to the nniversity hospital at state or 
county-expense. 


The-hospitals'in Iowa and..Michi- 


gan -are used to give clinical instruc- 
tion to students and for medical re- 
search. 
Tho staff at tho medical 


school would be 'used to operate the 
hospital. 
In order to take care of 


Wisconsin students who desire 'to 
complete their medical courses here, 
this hospital would be utilized. 
It 


is not the plan, aa currently reported, 
to have a four-year medical school 
at once. 
After the hospital is fin- 


ished, then the same amount of mon- 
ey that was used for annual con- 
struction will be used to maintain 
the hospital and the medical course 
and staff. 


The hospital bill is really an out- 


growth of. the movement a few years 
ago for a building for the care of 
crippled children. 
The ' proposed 


buildings would be erected on the 
campus, not far from agricultural 
hall. 
The work of the hospital 


would be carried out in close co7op- 
oration with the state board of con- 
trol, the state ''board of health, and 
with other existing public, and pri- 
vate hospitals a'nd'brganizations.

The nature of Bergdoll's visit to 


Philadelphia, -which was considered 
of sufficient importance .to warrant 
nis temporary release from the mili- 
tary prison at Fort Jay, N. Y., where 
ie was serving a five years' sentence 
:or evading the draft, has not been 
explained. 
According .to the'mili- 


tary authorities he was given a three 
days' furlough to attend to "import- 
ant business matter" which were 
said to be confidential. 


When he got away.. Bergdoll was 


dressed in his army prison Garb of 
olive drab denim and on a metal disc 
which he wore on a string about his, 
neck was his convict number 10. 


Bergdoll disappeared in August, 


.917, and for nearly two years ^ed 
;hc authorities a chase throughout 
;hc nation. 
He was finally captured 


a eensational raid at his mother's 


loma by city police and department 
of justice agents. 


Bergdoll's brother Edwin, widely 


cncwn automobile racer, is still miss- 
ng, also charged with dodging the 
draft. 


Grover Bergdoll inherited about 


$800,000 from his father.

AWS establishing a political tyranny worse than ever dis- 
graced the Kaiser's rule in Prussia or the Czar's rule in 


Russia, have been vetoed in New York state by Governor Smith, 
and the forces of 'black reaction, working from Wall street, have 
been checked. 


But Governor Smith's vetoes do not alter the significance of 


: the fact that the Empire state was controlled in both branches 
of its legislature by a majority determined, if possible, 'to out- 
Jlaw the forces of social reform, to repress them toy force, to es- 
'tabKsh a, secret police or spy bureau to hunt them down, to con- 
•trol the schools in the interest of organized wealth, to intimidate 
ipnblic school teachers, to deprive socialists of existance as a po- 
litical party, to disfranchise them individually, and bar their 
'candidates from public office. 


These were the things sought to be accomplished, by the 


'biMs recommended by the Lxisk committee and now vetoed by 
hhe governor. 


There is this encouragement for progressive in the action 


'of the New York legislature. 
Its action was in response to a 


Wind fear that has seized the profiteers, the stock gamblers, and 
•the trusts, whose headquarters is Wall street, and from where 
the legislature was ruled. 


The strength of >the progressive forces in both Republican 


and Democratic parties, ns shcrsvr. by the presidential primaries, 
by the growth of independent political movements; by a growing 
disposition to ignore old party lines, and by a growing distrust 
of wealth-controlled newspapers, has caused those who for so 
long have possessed and enjoyed the control of social life, and 
who have profited from the horrors of war, to tremble for the 
perpetuity of privilege and wealth power. 


A year or two ago such bills as passed the New York legis- 


lature would not have been dreamed cf even by men like Speaker 
Sweet and the reactionaries whom he serves. Then there was 
no fear of social reform dominating the country. The smug and 
self-satisfied wealth-ruling class was contented to let the labor 
advocates, and the dissatisfied farmers talk, and vote, bat now 
America is different. Wall street magnates hear the forces of 
reform thundering at their very doors. And <the madness which 
dictated the Lusk bills is a measure of the strength of the pro- 
gressive forces of reform which have won such notable victory 
in Wisconsin, which are growing everywhere, and which prom- 
ise a return of constitutional government, the return of an era 
of free speech, and a free press, and the rule of the people to 
promote their own welfare and progress.

CAN WOMEN VOTE?

HAT is the status of women in connection with the elec- 
tion this fall? Can they vote? 


These questions submitted to-the attorney general's depart- 


ment called out from E. E. Brossard the following explanation; 


"In Wisconsin women may vote for presidential electors.. 
"Chapter 5 of the Laws of 1919 provided means for taking 


care of votes of women. Their votes must be deposited in a 
separate ballot box as they are not allowed to vote for any state 
officers. 
The qualifications, for women in voting for the presi- 


dential electors, are identical with the qualifications of male 
.voters. 


"The state constitution gives the right to vote for state of- 


.ficers only to male citizens, but should the nineteenth amend- 
jment be ratified before the presidential election, this would take 
'.rank above our state constitution and Attorney General Elaine 
•has given as his opinion that women would then have a right 
[to vote for all offices for which the men may vote."

For some time .the official paper of 
both tiie national and state organiza- 
tions had been the 
Equity 
News, j 


"published under the direction and 
control of tha Wisconsin State Un-

a referendum. 


__ Then, if it were again endorsed by 


the society as a whole, the organizaJ 
tion should get behind it and help 
advance the true 
principles 
of 


Equity. But the society should not 
be used by ambitious individuals for 
personal or political advancement 
The society should stay out of poli- 
tics, except as it might find it neces- 
sary to attain its specific objects in 
legislation, or to endorse candidates 
in open, free and democratic fashion, 
on the principle that the untrammel- 
ed -majority shall rule. That would 
seem, a policy ,to which any fair- 
minded'and loyal member of Equity 
should be willing to subscribe. 


I have faith that the great' 'i'body 


of Equity may weather the present 
storm within Itself, and that the 
troubles now agitating it may in 
time prove but an incident, in its 
growth. To' do this, however, it 
must first set its house in order - and 
it,can scarcely hope to prosper until 
it does so. Above 'all it should not 
lend, itself to any scheme- or policy 
of.tearing down.or opposing other 
movements, having in view the same 
general objects 
of improving the' 


economic and social well-being of the
